'appealing for modfiication of the 
federal body’s recent 
order prohi­ 
biting cars to stand near the wagon 
mines. 
The message 
followed a meeting 
of Ohio, Alichigan 
and 
Indiana 
state coal commissions at Colu mbu s, 
Ohio, recently at which it was agreed 
that the interstate 
commerce com­ 
mission shou ld modify the priority 
order if a coal 
shortage is to be 
averted this winter. 
Alu nicipal water, 
light and gas 
plants are withou t coal in Indiana. 
Some mu nicipalités are withou t coal 
and some withou t fire. Some schools 
mu st soon çlose.

with-gold bed in Buckingham Pa l­ 
ace. He was pleased and ready to re­ 
turn. 
There 
was another hed over 
there, and the hoys who slept hi that 
bed, and the mothers of 
the 
boys 
who slept in that bed— which was the 
front 
line 
trench 
with 
rats—are 
ready to think twice 
before 
those 
boys go back to that bed. 
“ The Republican

That i< the position and the only po­ 
sition that will make for permanent 
world peace. That is the Republican 
party’s position.
